LINDEN, Tenn. UP)—Towns¬ 
people were raising funds for 
flood relief in a grocery store 
when a fatherless little boy 
walked in. 

He listened attentively for 
several minutes, then said to the 
collector: 

“I meant to buy some candy, 
but I want to give my two pen¬ 
nies. It is all I have.” 


When a man walked into the 
district attorney’s office in 
Modesto yesterday and con¬ 
fessed murdering a Placentia 
man in 1932, there was consid¬ 
erable excitement. 

Harold Poe, telling deputies 
in Modesto that his conscience 
bothered him, said he had shot 
and killed J. C. Johnson in Pla¬ 
centia four years ago after 
Johnson had caused Poe to lose 
his job. Johnson had been listed 
a suicide. 

Sheriff's officers here, how¬ 
ever, found that the Johnson 
case was an authentic suicide 
and that although Poe's story 
about losing his job was cor¬ 
rect, he was not responsible for 
Johnson’s death.

(By the Associated Press) 

Under the threat of greater hav¬ 
oc to come, as the flood-gorged 
Ohio river near its crest, the U. 
S. army high command today pre¬ 
pared to evacuate all residents 
within 50 miles of the Mississippi 
river from Cairo, Ill. to New Or¬ 
leans if conditions warrant. 

"Zero hour” for the arrival of 
the Ohio’s mighty burden, spilling 
billions of surplus gallons into the 
Mississippi, was set within a week. 

35,000 Trucks Ready 

Faced with this new jeopardy, 
President Roosevelt directed Sec¬ 
retary of War Harry Woodring 
to be ready for the evacuation— 
if necessary—of all persons living 
within 50 miles on both sides of 
the Mississippi. 

Thirty-five thousand motor 
trucks were immediately mobilized 
to carry out the greatest exodus 
in history. 

General Malin Craig, chief of 
staff, said army engineers held 
hopes that a general evacuation 
would not be necessary, but that 
details were being worked out in 
case of necessity. 

Jackson Headquarters 

Secretary of War Woodring, 
acting swiftly in America’s great¬ 
est emergency since the World 
war, announced that headquarters 
for the mass evacuation would be 
established at Jackson, Miss. 

The sudden drastic step fol¬ 
lowed a report from army engi¬ 
neers emphasizing the imminent 
danger of vastly increased floods 
along the Mississippi once the 
swollen torrents of the Ohio spills 
its flood crest into the ‘‘Father of 
Waters.” 

Army engineers said the billion- 
dollar new levees flung up along 
the lower Mississippi after 1927—- 
and not since tested by severe 
floods—could handle only 2,400,000 
cubic feet of water per second. 

Affects Whole Cities 

The raging Ohio, it was pointed 
out, will dump a minimum of 
3,000,000 cubic feet into the Mis¬ 
sissippi when the flood crest hits 
Cairo, Ill. 

Whole cities and towns, along 
the 1,000-mile stretch from Cairo 
to the Gulf of Mexico, fall under 
the mandatory program of flight 
from the path of invasion. 

The crest—and the start of the 
“super flood” predicted by Lieut. 
Co. Eugene Reybold, district 
chief of U. S. army engineers in 
the legion below Cairo—is expect¬ 
ed to break within a week.

Report Awaited

not as pressing, must wait. 

Malone said ti e report or the 
Orange county flood cent.til proj- 
| ect from district army engineers 
| in California has not yet arrived. 
This was news to local officials, 
who thought the plan was in the 
hands of the army engineers at 
Washington. It was indicated 
that the plan has been passed back 
and forth between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco army engineer 
headquarters. 

To Return Sunday 

It was Malone’s belief that the 
report would be in Washington be¬ 
fore he left. He announced that 
! he would return by plane next 
Sunday, having contacted all the 
| officials necessary, and because it 
will be Feb. 15 at least before seri- 
! ous consideration is given to the 
final steps necessary before 
Orange county's project can be 
launched. 

Malone indicated that the mat¬ 
ter of Orange county receiving 
$15,000 a year for maintenance of 
Newport Harbor would be given 
attention at the same time.

Many prices of fresh food and 
vegetables have doubled in a week! 

A tour of Santa Ana markets 
today revealed the following re¬ 
sults: 

Meats and many grocery staples 
have remained almost static in 
price, despite the cold wave and 
ship strike. A few canned goods 
have raised slightly in price, nota¬ 
bly pineapple and fruits traceable 
to efects of the maritime strike. 

Milk, butter and eggs, flour and 
sugar remain about tne same, with 
only the ordinary fluctuations in 
wholesale price. 

Vegetable Counter 

But over at the vegetable coun¬ 
ter: 

Lettuce your grocery man paid 
$2.60 a crate for only last Friday 
cost him $4 a crate today. 

Small crates of celery costing $1 
« week ago cost $2 today. 

Cauliflower, 90 cents a crate 10 
days ago, is $2 a crate today. 

Peas bought a week ago for 4K 
cents a pound cost the grocery- 
man 10 cents a pound today. 

Potatoes—a week ago $2.50 a 
sack, today they are $3.75 a sack. 

Cabbage which cost $1 a crate 
Friday costs $2 a crate today. 

Oranges Triple 

The only cheap thing left on the 
vegetable market is the carrot— 
the price a week ago was 85 cents 
a crate, and it’s 85 cents a crate 
today. 

Local oranges have tripled in 
price—and at that they are or¬ 
anges picked before the freeze 
wrecked havoc in the groves. A 
box that cost $1.25 a week ago 
costs $3 or more today. 

It is impossible to buy spin- 
r.ch, artichokes or other of the 
seasonal vegetables. Tomatoes 
come from Mexico and cost 12 
cents a pound. Avocados which 
Iwere picked before the freeze are 
jail that are left, and the price is 
skyrocketing.

Ed Clary, 48, Newport Beach, 
was dead today, the victim of a 
fight in a Newport pool hall Mon¬ 
day night. 

Max A. "Buck” Jones, 40, Costa 
Mesa, was charged with felonious 
assault and was to be questioned 
further this afternoon, with a pos¬ 
sibility a new complaint may be 
filed, following Clary's death this 
morning in the county hospital. 

Argue Over Dog 

Deputy District Attorney J. E. 
Walker said he would question 
Jones this afternoon. Clary, hit 
during an altercation with Jones 
over a greyhound dog, fell and 
struck his head on a bar rail in the 
pool hall. 

Jones, charged with felonious as¬ 
sault in a complaint filed in Santa 
Ana justice court yesterday by Po¬ 
lice Chief R. R. Hodgkinson of 
Newport, was out on $250 bail to¬ 
day. 

Clary, witnesses said, was stand¬ 
ing in the Stark pool hall in New¬ 
port Monday night, when Jones 
walked in. The conversation was 
about racing dogs, which both 
Jones and Clary were familiar. 
Jones ordered a round of drinks, 
witnesses said, and became angry 
when Clary refused to accept one. 

Heavy Blow 

“Too good to drink with me, 
eh?” they quoted Jones as say¬ 
ing. Then, they reported, Clary 
was felled with a heavy blow and 
Jones walked out. Clary, uncon¬ 
scious, was given first aid by the 
bartender and taken to the coun¬ 
ty hospital, where he died at 3:30 
a. m. today. 

Coroner Earl Abbey and Deputy 
Coroner Bert Casteix were prepar¬ 
ing for an inquest into the death.

NEW YORK. (A 5 )—Plans of 
Prof. Jean Piccard to fly into the 
stratosphere with a single bunch 
of 2000 small balloons substituted 
for a giant gas bag were an¬ 
nounced today to the Institute of 
the Aeronautical Sciences. 

The professor is assured of go¬ 
ing up easily, possibly three to 
five miles higher than man ever 
ascended, but his coming down 
depends to quite an extent on the 
law of averages. Some of his bal¬ 
loons will have to burst before he 
can descend. 

With 2000 of them, It is calcu¬ 
lated by experiments with single 
small balloons, they can’t all ex¬ 
plode simultaneously. Enough of 
them, perhaps several hundred, 
are expected to let go at a new

"The levees are sure to break,” 
warned George Myer, Red Cross 
national director. "Those people 
will drown like rats in a trap un¬ 
less they get out now—while there 
is still time.” 

The urgency of his appeal met 
a counter assurance from Colonel 
Reybold. He declared confidently: 

"All major levees are holding 
firm and in good condition, and 
we expect to keep them in that 
condition. The water is producing 
no serious strain below the Cairo 
area," 

All-Time High Reached 

Colonel Reybold oidered imme¬ 
diate delivery of 5,000.000 gunny- 
sacks for the erection*of sandbag 
bulwarks, 15 cars of lumber, 210 
outboard motorboats. 300 small 
boats, 300 life jackets and 1500 
lanterns in preparation for the 
coming emergency. 

At Cairo itself, the flood stage 
remained stationary at 58.5 feet 
just 1.5 from topping the 60-foot 
seawall that guards the city on 
three sides.

Cincinnati watched hopefully as 
the river inched from the high 
stages which had halted its power j 
and water plants, spread fire, pri¬ 
vation and the threat of disease. 
The water supply was rationed 
and citizens carried it from “wa¬ 
ter stations” in pails, jars and 
bottles. Some drinking water 
came from other cities by tank 
car. 

Mass movements of refugees 
from flood stricken cities in In¬ 
diana gained impetus as Evans¬ 
ville and other cities prepared for 
the crest of the yellow waters, 
expected within 48 hours. More 
than 75,000 had been driven from 
their homes and cold, hunger and 
sickness added to the suffering 
of those who stuck to their posts. 
‘Great Emergency' 

Already the estimates of home¬ 
less and property damage exceeded 
the 1927 Mississippi river disaster 
and lent credence to the statement 
of Dr. Cary Grayson, Red Cross 
chairman, who described the pres¬ 
ent flood as "the greatest emerg¬ 
ency the nation and the Red Cross 
have faced since the World war.”

Columbus, Ohio, prepared to shel¬ 
ter 5000, and Charlestown, Mo., 
doubled its 3800 population over¬ 
night with 2500 hungry, cold and 
homeless refugees arriving from 
southeastern Missouri.

INVENT RADIO 
SAFETY AIDS 
FOR PLANES 


NEW YORK. IJPI- Radio devices 
to end air crashes such as killed 
Martin Johnson were reported to 
the Institute of the eronautical 
Sciences when its annual meeting 
opened today. 

The institute is the "spearhead" 
of American aviation, the organi¬ 
zation in which all branches 
gather to support the work of 
scientists in making flying safer, 
farter and bigger business. 

One major danger, fading of the 
radio beam of the pilot blind in 
clcuds and fog, has been solved 
by a lucky break, reported by F. 
X. Rettenmeyer of R.C.A. The 
trouble is something which pilots 
have called “rain," “snow" or 
"sand” static. It came whether 
the plane was in, above or under 
some types of clouds. It was a 
deafening roar, followed by the 
radio going "dead." 

Shield Perfected 

Laboratories, said Mr. Retten- 
meyer, could not reproduce it. 
Then luckily, he added, someone 
remembered after several years 
puzzling that marine diiection 
finders had suffered from some¬ 
thing' similar. An "electrostatic 
shield” had solved the marine 
trouble. 

The same type of shield has 
been tried on the planes, he said, 
a metal sleeve around a loop an¬ 
tenna, with a slit on one side of 
the sleeve. This has cured the 
static and fading so far that he 
said "it appears to be the solu¬ 
tion.” 

A new "Z” radio wave is 
another safety device for landing 
on obscured fields. It is an ultra- 
high frequency wave set which 
the U. S. bureau of air commerce 
lias perfected to replace the “cone 
of silence” directly above a radio 
air beacon. 

Plan Beacon System 

The "silence” tells a pilot he is 
over the field. But the silent cone, 
made by polarized radio waves, 
hao not been satisfactory. 

Radio beacons every 50 miles 
to correct another cause of 
wrecks of planes trying to come 
down on overcast fields was pre¬ 
dicted by Rettenmeyer. The bu¬ 
reau of air commerce, he said, al¬ 
ready has completed the design. It 
will save the pilot from having to 
switch from one radio wave to 
another in the critical moment 
while he is trying to find the 
field.

Dayton, who has served as presi¬ 
dent of the California Elks asso¬ 
ciation and of the Salinas rodeo, 
discussed problems of interest to 
real estate dealers last night. 

The program of the state realty 
association, embracing education 
of brokers and raising of the stan¬ 
dards of the business, fighting leg¬ 
islation which would impose unfair 
taxes on real estate and retention 
of the state sales tax, was outlined 
by the speaker. 

Another honored guest was 
Glenn Willaman, Los Angeles, sec¬ 
retary of the state association. W. 
F. Croddy, Santa Ana, vice presi¬ 
dent of the district, presided at the 
meeting. President Earl B. Hawks 
of tlie local realty board welcomed 
the guests from Los Angeles, Mon¬ 
tebello, Whittier, Orange, Ana¬ 
heim, Fullerton, Santa Ana, New¬ 
port Beach and Laguna Beach. 


It isn't likely that Oral.,;.' coun¬ 
ty will have any mors trouble 
about its road oil. 

New detailed specifications on 
purchase of county road oil, which 
represents the biggest expenditure 
of the county in maintenance of 
roads, were adopted by the board 
of supervisors yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

The specifications were present¬ 
ed by Road Superintendent A. A. 
Beard. 

Specifications say that a test 
report shall be furnished by the 
vendor for oil showing the quanti¬ 
ty. amount of water and sediment, 
viscosity, and asphalt content of 
the fuel oil contained in the tank. 
A copy of the test report must be 
mailed to the county road depart¬ 
ment. 

From now on the board of su¬ 
pervisors will make the purchases 
of the road oil, and not the pur¬ 
chasing agent, supervisors said. 
The motion adopting the specifi¬ 
cations, made by Supervisor John 
Mitchell and seconded by Harry 
Riley, provided that the board ad¬ 
vertise for bids for furnishing road 
oil to the county during the calen¬ 
dar year of 1937. 

The specifications, in great de¬ 
tail, deal with required quality of 
60-70 road oil, for SC-4 75-85 as¬ 
phaltic oil, 90-95 asphaltic road 
oi’ and methods of testing emul¬ 
sified asphalt. 


Effect of emergency regulations 
on shipment of citrus fruits dam¬ 
aged by the recent freeze should 
bung about a moratorium in ship¬ 
ments. 

So Agricultural Commissioner 
D. W. Tubbs stated today in a 
comprehensive outline of the mar¬ 
keting situation in Orange county.

"If fruit is injured beyond the 
tolerance it will be necessary for 
growers to forego picking until 
such time as external appearance 
or actual internal drying make 
grading in the packing house a 
possibility. i 

"Fortunately for Orange county, i 
our industry is largely the pro- i 
Auction of summer oranges and 
by the time these are ready for 
marketing it will be possible in 
many cases to separate out severe¬ 
ly damaged fruit to leave a re¬ 
mainder in which the injury does 
i oi exceed the tolerance allowed 
by law for marketing as fresh 
fruit. 

“Perhaps also by that time we 
will see installed in many of the ■ 
packing houses the fluoroscope j 
method of grading as suggested | 
in the fall of 1933 by your com¬ 
missioner. 

Prevent Deception 

“We believe it is the desire of 
the industry to maintain the good 
name of the California citrus busi¬ 
ness in local and interstate mar¬ 
kets and to prevent the deception ; 
involved in the shipment of fruits 
which may appear excellent but 
prove to be of poor internal qual¬ 
ity- ! 

"It must be obvious that the ac¬ 
complishment of this task can only 
be gained by a full and willing co¬ 
operation of all growers and pack-1 
ers. Every Califor nia grower must, 
r ealize his responsibility in this j 
emergency and must not expect 
his packer or packing house man¬ 
ager to jeopardize the interests of 
all by packing a single lot of un¬ 
satisfactory fruit.” 


Irvine Park to 
Get Scenic Road 


Deed for a new road to be con¬ 
structed above Irvine park was 
accepted by the board of super¬ 
visors yesterday afternoon. 

Road Superintendent A. A. 
Beard told the board that under a 
current WPA project a bridal 
trail and 60-foot scenic drive are 
to be constructed above the park, 
and that it is necessary for the 
board to accept title to the amount 
of property required for the road 
and bridal trail.

VATICAN CITY. CPI-Whoever 
succeeds Pope Pius will find being 
pontiff an arduous task, with long 
hours of fatiguing work seldom 
appreciated by the average lay- 
J man who sees His Holiness borne 
| comfortably into St. Peter's basi¬ 
lica on a special throne for the 
[ great occasions. 

| While most of the men in line 
j for the honor have won their way 
there by long years of work, cases 
j have been known of cardinals 
i pleading with their colleagues to 
spare them the overwhelming re- 
i sponsibilities of this spirit-wearing 
j task. 

Aside from the weight of the ne¬ 
cessity for making final decisions 
in grave questions concerning the 
faith and duties.of 300,000,000 peo¬ 
ple, the physical strain on the pon¬ 
tiff's strength is great. 

Typical Day 

Until his illness, Pius, during 
most of the years of his pontifi¬ 
cate, has arisen to say mass at 
6:30 or 7 o’clock. A light break¬ 
fast afterward carried him until 
2:30 in the afternoon. Press of, 
work often held it up until 3 or 4 j 
o’clock. His final meal came any¬ 
where from 10 to 11 at night. 

When well, routine work begins j 
about nine when he receives the ! 
papal secretary of state to deal , 
with the more Important interna¬ 
tional affairs. There follow audi- ' 
er.ces with the cardinals resident 
in Rome, heads of the various 
church departments, archbishops 
and bishops reporting on their j 
dioceses, then diplomatic repre¬ 
sentatives accredited to the Holy 
See, and finally public audiences 
before luncheon. 

Spares Exertion 

In addition, he listens to piles of , 
correspondence read by his secre¬ 
taries, dictates answers, hears! 
news reports, works out apostolic 
letters and encyclicals, confers 
with lay dignitaries from all parts 
of the world, and officiates at the 
Installation of radio and many 
other improvements he has 
brought to the Vatican. 

Time for reflection has to be 
found, besides, for even though as¬ 
tute helpers dig out the facts upon 
which decisions are based, the li¬ 
brarian pope studies meticulously 
their voluminous reports. That he 
considers them in detail is shown 
in the times he retuWs these re¬ 
ports for revision. 

The next pope may profit by 
some of the devices by which Pius 
has hoarded his strength for work. 
In his last years the latter has 
given up virtually all exercise, al¬ 
though in his youth he was an ath¬ 
lete, famed as a mountain climber.

Bandits who hope to escape the 
police by having their fingertips 
seared with caustic, thus changing 
their fingerprints, are now up 
against something else. A deep, 
dark secret evolved in the psycho¬ 
logical department of the Univer¬ 
sity of Iowa has just been reveal¬ 
ed. The idea is fathered by such dis¬ 
tinguished men as Lee Edward 
Travis and Abraham Gottlober, 
educational leaders with many 
titles, who have been doing in¬ 
tricate research work in a unique 
field. 

Here is their amazing discovery: 
Every individual can be distin¬ 
guished by his "brain print” as 
well as by his fingerprints! Would 
you believe it! For the criminal 
to change his personality now 
would mean to butt his head 
against a stone wall, both figura¬ 
tively and literally. 

The discoverers of these intrigu¬ 
ing facts call this brain difference 
a "highly distinctive biological 
personality which writes its char¬ 
acteristics in brain waves.” I take 
the liberty to quote from an edi¬ 
torial on the subject as follows: 

“Forty-four students at the Uni¬ 
versity had electrodes, each about 
the size of a shoe button, pasted to 
their skulls. The electrodes picked 
up electric waves, running nat¬ 
urally through the human brain, 
ana recorded them as wavy lines 
on a moving sheet of paper. Each 
person’s brain wave was different 
fiom any other person's. So mark¬ 
ed were the differences that judges 
seeing only the wavy lines, were 
able to pick out the individuals 
almost as accurately as if reading 
fingerprints. The judges had had 
almost no training, yet identifica¬ 
tions of 94 per cent were made. 
Only four and one-half per cent of 
the identifications could have been 
made correctly by chance.” 

If you studied physiology you 
will remember that the brain is a 
mass of convolutions which open 
and expand as growth in the sys¬ 
tem takes place. 

A considerable portion of the 
size and weight consists of water

about marriages. 

Since women and men change 
very decidedly in their views from 
year to year, I think something 
should be done about applying this 
truism to marriages. We humans 
are supposed to thoroughly change 
every seven years. Now if this 
is so. I think that we should 
change mates, also. We could 
have marriage a contract that be¬ 
comes null and void after seven 
years. This would enable the 
changed women and men to be 
free and to contract a new and 
more suitable marriage without 
the objectionable divorce. 

If the person in question had 
not changed in his (or her) idea 
of a wife, they could renew the 
contract. This would do away 
with some of the divorces and un¬ 
happy persons. 

I’m really convinced that this is 
an excellent idea, and I would like 
to hear the ideas of your read¬ 
ers. I am sure that this is a 
worth-while subject.

WASHINGTON, <2P> — Spokes¬ 
men said yesterday a committee of 
cabinet members and private citi¬ 
zens reviewing the defunct Na¬ 
tional Recovery Administration 
soon will report approval of its 
basic objectives. 

Persons close to the committee 
added, however, the report prob¬ 
ably will conclude that the re¬ 
covery agency attempted to cover 
too broad a field in regulating both 
labor conditions and trade prac¬ 
tices. 

Plans Wage Policy 

President Roosevelt already has 
staked out a general policy for 
legislation on wages and hours. 
The committee will make no spe¬ 
cific recommendations for the fu¬ 
ture, but officials said its “hind¬ 
sight" view on NRA should be ex¬ 
tremely helpful in shaping new 
policies. 

There have been suggestion* 
that trade practice regulations be 
left entirely to one agency such as 
the federal trade commission. This 
was considered when NRA was 
launched, but was abandoned be¬ 
cause of the emergency nature of 
the program. 

Another Report Due 

Almost coincidentally with the 
committee report in a week or so, 
Mr. Roosevelt is expected to re¬ 
ceive definite suggestions for im¬ 
provement of wages and working 
conditions from the Business Ad¬ 
visory Council. 

The council's report, being 
drafted in response to a request 
from the President, will represent 
the views of private businessmen. 
It is expected to stress the bene¬ 
fits of business-government co¬ 
operation.

A S USUAL, the public stands by and gets cracked in 
-fV- the neck while capital and union labor battle over 
questions of wages, hours and industrial control. 

The deadlock in the automobile strike is typical. 

Here you have the greatest industry in the nation; 
reaching into every city, village and hamlet; with a daily 
payroll of a million dollars directly and much more in¬ 
directly. 

This mighty industrial giant is tied up by petty, but 
explosive, charges and counter-charges of one side against 
the other. 

And both sides are breaking the rules, with the most 
callous of public-be-damned attitudes. 

One rule concerns property rights. Under it, General 
Motors holds title to its plants and has the right to say 
who shall and who shall not be on the premises. 

Yet in some of these plants sit-down strikers have 
acted as so many armies of occupation, policing the prem¬ 
ises in disregard of law. 

Another rule concerns that process of representation 
if a majority exists. But General Motors has declared 
that it will not recognize any sole bargaining agency. 

Maintenance of that position in event of a majority 
being determined would be just as much a violation of one 
law as the trespass of the sit-down strikers is the violation 
of another. 

The management says it will not negotiate until the 
sit-downers leave. The union says it will not talk settle¬ 
ment until the management agrees that one of the points 
to be negotiated is the union’s right to speak as the exclu¬ 
sive bargaining agency. 

Each one believes that it is eminently right. Neither 
will yield an inch. 

There you have the deadlock—and the paralysis of 
America’s greatest industry. 

And the public suffers for it—even right here in 
Santa Ana. 

One of these days this nation is going to become 
intelligent enough to devise a solution that is fair to cap¬ 
ital and labor both. 

When it does—this stiff-necked squabbling between 
the “big shots” of capitalism and unionism will be brushed 
aside as so much petty interference with the public wel¬ 
fare—and we’ll have a greater period of progress and 
development than this world has ever dreamed of.

Behind that visit, however, was 
a controversy that is beginning to 
cause wide rifts in the Roosevelt 
official family. It is over the cor¬ 
poration surplus profits tax. 

It happened that the interstate 
commerce commission, in its an¬ 
nual report, wrote about three 
paragraphs burning up the surplus 
profits tax, pointing out particu¬ 
larly that it made the strong rail¬ 
roads stronger and the weak rail¬ 
roads weaker. 

In the course of time this ICC 
report found its way over to the 
treasury and came to the desk of 
Herman Oliphant, special counsel 
to Henry Morgenthau, also, inci¬ 
dentally, author of the surplus 
profits tax. 

Oliphant read the ICC reports 
and then hit the ceiling. The ICC 
had dared to attack his pet baby. 
He denounced the criticism as a 
mean, dirty, underhanded trick. 
He was in a purple frenzy. 

So to pacify him, Secretary 
Morgenthau took Oliphant over to 
the White House to meet Chair¬ 
man Carroll Miller and iron out 
their differences. 

But that was only surface stuff. 
Underneath, the ICC still thinks 
that the corporation surplus prof¬ 
its tax is bad news for the rail¬ 
roads. In fact, so do a lot of 
others. And one of the big jobs 
facing Roosevelt is that of keep¬ 
ing his official family together 
on this dynamite-laden question.

SAN FRANCISCO POWER 

For nearly two decades, San 
Francisco has been purchasing 
power from the federally-owned 
Hetch-Hetchy project in Yosemite 
National park. The law authoriz¬ 
ing tlm sale of this power speci- 
ficallj^directed that the city build 
and operate its own distributing 
system. 

Notwithstanding this explicit 
requirement, San Francisco au¬ 
thorities have made no move to 
erect a plant. Instead, the city, in 
return for a payment of several 
million dollars annually, has sold 
this power to the giant Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company. This 
outfit does the retailing. Local 
municipal ownership advocates 
claim that the utility actually does 
not need this power but buys it 
from the city in order to keep San 
Francisco from erecting a public 
system. 

The Hetch-Hetchy act also made 
the secretary of the interior the 
sole judge of whether the city was 
complying with the law.

T ODAY, with a day oft from work, I started 
to answer the mail from fans, which has 
piled up considerably due to the many days in 
succession that I have been at work on "May- 
time.”

So, do you 
wonder that I envy you your position as a movie 
star who can be your own boss and do what 
you want to do?

And at 5 p. m. I get up and punch the clock 
and go home. All day I am tied down at my 
desk to punch a typewriter. 

"And what is there to do after hours for 
me? I'll tell you. My boy friend and I may 
have dinner together and then we go dancing 
or maybe to a picture show or a play. Nothing 
new, nothing exciting like those grand parties 
you attend. 

“Yes, I envy you. I envy the glamour you 
have, the fame that's yours, the beautiful clothes 
you wear, the marvelous way they do up your 
hair; your voice, your career, the people you 
meet and the easy life that's yours But. above 
all, I envy you being your own boss. 

“Mary-.” 

M Y ANSWER is to all the “Marys" in the 
world. 

Don’t be so sure you envy me or any other 
film star; perhaps there are things about your 
life that a screen star envies. 

Mary, you say you have a job. So do I. Yours 
is dashing out letters on a typewriter Mine 
is making motion pictures. It's glamorous, how¬ 
ever, you may reply. That is true. But do you 
know the hard work which lies back of glam¬ 
our? 

There are few jobs in this world that do not 
require work if one is to succeed. The profes¬ 
sions are especially hard Women, as you know, 
become doctors, lawyers, politicians, and face 
hard work. But those who stick to their study 
until preparations are over have more than an 
even chance for success. The girl who sets forth 
to become a motion picture star hasn’t that 
chance; statistics estimate that the ' hances are 
20,000 to 1 against that girl. 

Mary, you say you envy me my job before 
the cameras. I do enjoy it. but you are wrong 
in supposing it is such a pleasant task It is 
interesting, but it is most of the time enervat¬ 
ing work, under the hot lights. You may sit 
at a desk all day, but, at least, you don’t have 
millions of watts pouring into your face. 

Your boss, you say, is a hard taskmaster. So 
is mine. And he is someone I couldn’t talk back 
to even if I felt like it, for my boss is the 
public. He is exacting and not always under¬ 
standing. He is never satisfied, wholly, for it is 
not possible to please everyone all of the time. 
But I, as other stars, like my boss. Although 
Mr. Public demands and orders, he gives praise 
for good work, well done. And we stars follow 
his wishes and wants. That’s why we read let¬ 
ters from our fans, such as yours. 

Mary, you envy me fame. Fame is good, but 
it is dangerous. Stars must guard against let¬ 
ting fame rule their lives. If it becomes too 
much a part of our thoughts, then we ride our 
own destinies right out of the limelight. An in¬ 
flated head is likely to leave a big ache if it 
explodes. 

Fame, however, does exact its toll from us. 
Fame leads our lives for ue; you can lead yours 
yourself. You may go to a football game or a 
dance or any other place and few will care. 
But wherever a screen star goes, she must re¬ 
member her public. 


You can don slacks and go out and have a 
good time. I must look presentable at all times. 
Any other way might prove dangerous to my 
career; people pay to see me at my best and 
hear me sing. If anything tends to destroy that 
certain appeal that it takes years to perfect, my 
studio’s investment in me is diminished. 

B UT supposing I do look presentable, or that 
I go places where no one outside of my 
friends can see me. There are still dangers.

Supposing I play too long in the sun and am 
sunburned, as I was last summer. 

To you, Mary, that’s painful. Maybe you.miss 
work a day or so or even a week. But work 
goes right along in your office. You have a pain¬ 
ful few days, you lose some money perhaps or, 
at worst, your Job. 

But when something like that happens to a 
film star, she is injuring hundreds of others. 
Her absence from work may cost her company 
thousands of dollars and keep a hundred or

more extras from that day's work. And you 
can work with a face that is red and peeling, 
but not a motion picture star. The camera can’t 
be fooled. 

If I go to a football game, I must be careful 
not to yell. I have to sing for a living. 

So a film star must watch his or her health. 
A director may get sick and someone else fill 
his shoes temporarily, but that can’t be done 
with a star. Daily, we follow a rigid program 
to keep healthy. It is something all of us should 
do, but it is only another worry in our lives. 

For the same reason, we stars must watch 
our pleasures. You undoubtedly can stay up 
late several nights a week. Of course, you won't 
be as efficient, but you probably can get by. A 
star can’t “get by.” Again the camera won’t 
be fooled. Our fortune lies in looking well. We 
may “owl a bit" Saturday nights—unless we 
must work Sunday but we must make up for 
all of that, on Sunday in preparing for Monday 
morning. 

Might I ask another question: Do you each 
day sit at your typewriter and hammer away, 
over and over again, such tedious practice lines 
as “the sly fox quickly jumped over the lazy 
dog” ? 

I have my "sly fox" and “lazy dog" exercises 
to do. Not once in the seven years I have been 
in Hollywood have I missed my daily vocal les¬ 
son. I have my own teacher and we work to¬ 
gether daily. You can't be a screen star if you 
don’t continue to study and improve. To stand 
still is only to slide backward. 

For three weeks past I have been released 
from the “Maytime" set at 5:30 p. m., not to 
go home, but to go to a rehearsal hall. 

There, with a leader and full orchestra, 1 
have rehearsed one operatic aria that I must 
sing. It took an hour each day—18 hours of 
rehearsal for one number. Other songs will take 
longer, some less. Everything must be perfect, 
orchestrally and vocally. 

M ARY, you envy me my lovely gowns. Do 
you know how I envy you the fact that 
you perhaps can buy ready-made clothes with 
little or no altering, or. at the best, are fitted 


for only one or two new gowns a month? 

It is no easy task to have wardrobe fittings. 
Gowns do not just fall together and fit perfectly. 

In as much as I wear 32 different gowns in 
"Maytime,” I figure I have to spend 64 hours 
of fittings for this picture. You have to work 
more than ten hours a day for a week to get 
in that amount of time. Some of it is done 
before the picture starts, but much is after 
work on the set, during lunch hours or between 
scenes. 

That is not al! the time wardrobe necessitates. 
The gowns must be given photographic tests— 
while the star wears them. This i3 tedious work, 
standing before bright lights while the came-a 
records for experts to inspect the way the 
gowns will look on the screen. It requires an 
hour’s time to put on, have tested and take off 
each gown—or an added 32 hours for this pic¬ 
ture. 

Production schedules control a star’s social 
calendar. How often, at first, did I call up and 
cancel a dinner I was giving or send a regret 
to a hostess who had planned on me. Those 
times were on the nights we went right on 
working. Not late enough to steal necessary 
sleep — although ft has happened — but late 
enough to ruin social engagements. 

And now, Mary, I have answered most of 
your “envies.” You are right in envying me 
the beautiful spots in California to which I can 
travel—if I could only find the time to do so. 
Somehow, many things come up between pic¬ 
tures. We stars go right on working. But vaca¬ 
tions between pictures are so pleasant_that’s 

because we really feel that we have earned 
them. 

You are right in envying a star her position, 
if position were all that counted. It is a glori¬ 
ous experience to work in pictures, but it also is 
a lot of hard work. If any of your friends also 
envy me and hope to achieve stardom them¬ 
selves, let them remember that. They must be 
willing to make sacrifices. The path that leads 
to stardom has more thorns than rose petals 
strewn upon it, and it is uphill all the way.

We weren't particularly a rough 
set of youngsters, but being held 
"for investigation” and other 
crimes was a strain on male 
youth, and various fights occurred 
at every recess.

At dusk I climbed to a rail, 
dropped to a row of piles, and 
holed up in a nearby lumber yard 
with a sack of grub I'd smuggled 
from the galley Before me lay 
the West's metropolis, city ol 
wealth and beauty. Beside a pile 
of lumber I spotted a gentleman 
who had "passed out" for the 
time being, and a search of his 
pockets netted a dollar in small 
change My justification was sim¬ 
ple: I was hungry I began to 
feel better, and looked for a res¬ 
taurant . . . but had the misfor 
tune to run into the big Irish 
arms of the law. 

This time no talking could im¬ 
press the policeman. Where did 
I come from? What was I doing 
in San Francisco? What was my 
name, if any, and where was 1 
headed ? My answers were satis 
factory to myself, being the truth 
but this blue-coat was un 
convinced.
